SOLDIERS UNCLAIMED 


Monkeys in Demand 


in English Cities 


Quite a considerable trade. Is done 


in monkeys In Liverpool and round 
the London docks, says London An- 
swers. 


In these days the great majority of 


the creatnres arrive In sailing vessels, 
of which there are still quite a num- 
ber, because the big liners are usually 
too busy to take notice of such arti- 
cles of commerce. 


The length of the passage, too, has 


often the advantage of acclimating 
the little creatures before they arrive. 
On a vessel reaching the docks, the 
animals are sold-to Italian or Jewish 
dealers at prices varying from 35 
shillings to £5 ($3.75 to ?25). 
The 


variations In the prices are due to the 
different states of health In which the 
monkeys arrive. 


While In the hands of middlemen or 


brokers the little animals do not, on 
the whole, have a bad time of It 
They are carefully fed and kept very 
warm, and usually have plenty of 
room an5 romp about, or fight, which 
they do continually. The broker has 
numerous "assistants," chiefly among 
the Italian Ice-cream or orgnn-grinder 
fraternity. 


When he hns fonnd his customer the 


broker often has to receive payment 
by installments, nnd of course makes 
a correspondingly high profit, charg- 
ing for a small "jacko" at least 15 
shillings. Very often the poor little 
hessts die from consumption, their 
great enemy In these northern lati- 
tudes, before the payments are com- 
plete; and it is not uncommon for an 
orcan grinder to he paying for a dead 
and a llvlne animal at the same time.

Canker Is Destructive 


and Contagious Disease 


In damp wenllier or In low locations, 


canker Is one of the most destructive 
nnd contagious of poultry diseases. To 
avoid It, locate your house on a high, 
dry spot where tin: drainage Is good. 
Also make sure there are no holes or 
cracks In the roof and walls of the 
house. 


Cleanliness Inside the house Is also 


Imporlnnl, for the nrganism thnt causes 
canker breeds In conditions of filth ns 
well ns diunpnc.cs. The disease some- 
times results from the use of moldy lit- 
ter or feed,- or from scratches the 
fowls receive from fighting, or from 
using sharp-edged feed or water Cups 
that cut them. 


Canker usually takes- the form of 


hard, cheese-like patches around the 
eyes, mouth or in the throat of the 
fowl.- Itemove these ns fast as they 
form with a stick or knife, being care- 
ful to make them bleed no more than 
necessary. Then touch up each n!ce> 
ated place with a cotton swab dipped 
In undiluted creolln, which can be 
bought at nny drug store. 


Another good remedy Is equal parts 


of boraelc acid, pulverized camphor 
and subnitrate of bismuth—blowing 
the powder over the fowl's throat and 
mouth with a straw. 


Remove all sick fowls from the main 


flock so that Infection won't spread 
through the medium of feed troughs 
and drinking vessels.

Uniformity, Color and Qual- 


ity Essential Factors. 


The Importance of proper selection 


of fair exhibits cannot be overem- 
phasized. Vint of all, the exhibitor 
should know how to select and pack 
his fruit and vegetables. It he expects 
to be a strong competitor for the 
prizes. 


I'roper selection of exhibit fruit and 


vegetables' should begin with a thor- 
ough knowledge of the varieties and 
tlie requirements for which they art 
selected. Let us say we are selecting 
a plat* of Commercial No. 1 Hen 
Davis apples, that will' range 2'/4 
inches end up In diameter, It Is gen- 
erally the best plan to select » little 
above the average In size for. the vari- 
ety, sliQulfl large, oversized specimens 
be picked. The,Individual specimen In 
this case should be the true shape and 
color of the Hen Davis variety.

should be' free from all Insect stings 
dnd Injury, and should ^contain no evi- 
dence of any disease.or phyjlcal de- 
fee!.
